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subject to removal or suspension by 
the Secretary at any time. Each and 
every order, regulation, decision, de-
termination, or other act of the com-
mittee, shall be subject to the con-
tinuing right of the Secretary to dis-
approve of the same at any time. Upon 
such disapproval, the disapproved ac-
tion of the said committee shall be 
deemed null and void, except as to acts 
done in reliance thereon or in compli-
ance therewith prior to such dis-
approval by the Secretary. 

§ 953.78 Duration of immunities. 
The benefits, privileges, and immuni-

ties conferred upon any person by vir-
tue of this subpart shall cease upon the 
termination of this subpart except with 
respect to acts done under and during 
the existence of this subpart. 

§ 953.79 Agents. 
The Secretary may, by designation in 

writing, name any person, including 
any officer or employee of the Govern-
ment, or name any bureau or division 
in the United States Department of Ag-
riculture, to act as his agent or rep-
resentative in connection with any of 
the provisions of this subpart. 

§ 953.80 Derogation. 
Nothing contained in this subpart is, 

or shall be construed to be, in deroga-
tion or in modification of the rights of 
the Secretary or of the United States 
to exercise any powers granted by the 
act or otherwise, or in accordance with 
such powers, to act in the premises 
whenever such action is deemed advis-
able. 

§ 953.81 Personal liability. 
No member or alternate of the com-

mittee, nor any employee or agent 
thereof, shall be held personally re-
sponsible, either individually or jointly 
with others, in any way whatsoever to 
any handler or to any person for errors 
in judgment, mistakes, or other acts, 
either of commission or omission, as 
such member, alternate, or employee, 
except for acts of dishonesty. 

§ 953.82 Separability. 
If any provision of this subpart is de-

clared invalid, or the applicability 
thereof to any person, circumstance, or 

thing is held invalid, the validity of the 
remainder of this subpart, or the appli-
cability thereof to any other person, 
circumstance, or thing shall not be af-
fected thereby. 

§ 953.83 Amendments. 

Amendments to this subpart may be 
proposed from time to time by the 
committee or by the Secretary.

§ 953.100 General. 

(a) Marketing agreement means Mar-
keting Agreement No. 104.

CHANGE IN DATE FOR COMPLETING NOMI-
NATIONS, TERM OF OFFICE, AND FISCAL

§ 953.120 Nomination date. 

The names of committee nominees 
shall be supplied to the Secretary in 
such manner and form as he may pre-
scribe, pursuant to § 953.18, not later 
than January 31 of each year.

§ 953.121 Term of office. 

The term of office, pursuant to 
§ 953.16, which began November 1, 1968, 
shall end March 31, 1970. Thereafter, 
each term of office shall begin April 1 
of each year and end March 31 of the 
following year, both dates inclusive.

§ 953.122 Fiscal period.
